"CAPITAL INCREASE FoR 
NEW SHIPS., 


HAMBURG-AMERICA FLEET, 


Hamburg, March 8, 


_ At the meeting of the board of 


directors of the Hamburg-America 
Linie, held to-day at Hamburg, it 
was unanimously decided to- ‘lay be- 
fore the general meeting, which has 
been called for March 28, a pro- 
posal to increase the . company’s 
capital by: 31.30,000,000, thus bring- 
ing the -total share enpltal up to 


M.160,00C,000. With the new funds|. 
that will thus become available the}. 


company. intends to embark upon an 
extensive building programme. Two 
new motor. passenger ships-of the 
Cleveland type of 17,000;tons each, 
and with a speed of 16 knots, are 
to be built, as well as qix motor 
freight ships of 10,000 tons each, 
and six freight ships with a ton- 
nage of from 8,500 to 6,000 each. 
‘The two new motor liners, It is 


‘| interesting to note; will be the first 


German motor passenger vessels 
to be specially bullt for the North 
Atlantic service. On .this route 
the “Hapag” has' hitherto had 
seven big passenger ships running, 
if one includes the “New. York, 
which is to start.on her maiden 
tripon April 1. As soon as the two 
new liners are completed the com- 
pany intends to withdraw 
“Thuringia” and “Westphalia” 
from the North American . route, 


_| two ships which were originally in- 


tended ror another line, and which 
will now become available for the 
South America route, for which 
With the 
completion of these 14 new vessels, 
the Hamburg-America Line will 
agnin possess a fleet of ships with a 
tonnage not far short of the pre. 
war figures, a most ‘remarkable 
achievement within the short space 
of seven years, It has not yet been 
decided with what yards the orders 
for the new tonnage will be placed, 
As it is desirable that the new 
orders shall benefit from the new 
Government subsidy, it will be 
necessary for the directors to come 
to a decision in this matter without 
delay. 


Previous Capital Increases. 


The proposed new increase of 
capital will be the third under. 
taken by the “Hapag” within the 
past.nine months. The last in- 
crease of M.65,000,000 took place 
in November, 1926, and was. made 
necessary by the fusion of the 
“Hapag” with the Austral and 
Kosmos Linijen., The previous in. 
crease of capital took place in July 
of tast yenr, and amounted. to 
M.21,000,000, und was applied for 
the re- purchase of three ships from 
the, United American Line under 
the Harriman agreement. 

That the “Hapag” intended to 
increase its fleet of ships has been 
known for some time past. It .is 
the natural corollary to the re. 
covery of its former. network of 
trade routes.’ Competition with the 
reinforced activities ofthe Nord 
Deutscher Lloyd has,, of course, 
strongly influenced the directors in 
their decision, As will be remem- 
bered, the “Hapag”. at the begin- 
ning of this year placed orders for 
ten new freight vessels, which were 
primarily intended to take the p'ace 
of ageing tonnage, and ‘not actual- 
ly to increase the fleet. .It.ia in- 
teresting, too, to note that the/; 
“Hanag,” which before the war was 
the only German shipping company 
to employ really big liners, nowa- 
days, as is clear from the new. 
building programme; has given up 
all idea of repeating this experi- 
ment, and, in contrast to the Nord 
Deutscher Lloyd, thinks it safer to 
confine itself to passenger’ vessels 
of medium size driven hy motor 
power, 

With regard to the freight steam- 
ers, too, the difference between the 
building policy of the “Hapag” and 
the Lloyd is manifest, as the form- 
er’s programme contains no’ record 
ships of this class. The Hamburg 
company is, in other words, inclin- 
ed to be ve. conservative and 
averse from risking anne in 
untried fields. .

TANKER BOOM. 


SUPERFLUITY: A ANTICIPATED, 
IN THE. FUTURE, 3 

Discussing the gubject of the 
boom in the construction of of] tan- 
kers, of which the latest instance 
in Scandinavia. ia the ordéring of 
a 18,000-tonner at the Gotaverken 
by a new Norwegian company, the 
Goteborgs Handels og Sjofartatid- 
ning’ remarks that in recent yenra 
there has been found a certain 
searcity of tonnage for the tran- 
sport of oil, and aa soon as it, was 
shown to be possible to get shipa 
chartered for’ years in advance, a 
beginning Was made with the plac- 
ing of new. orders. 

Already at the beginning ‘of this 
year no fewer than 67 tankers were 
under construction in England and 
on the Continent. of a combined 
tonnage of 371,500 gross tons. 
Since then the number of new ships 
ordered has’ increased in an appre- 
ciable degree, and at the same time 
it seems that’ the construction of 
somewhat larger ships has beén em- 
barked upon. It is not possible to 
say how many ships of, 13,000 tons 
or nbout this size aré under con- 
struction for the fransport “of oil; 
as any statistica will not become 
available on the question” until 
after the close of the present quar-, 
ter, 

As a result of the boom in the 
building of tankers it is obvious 
to foresee the rapid arrival of a 
stage of superfluity of this special 
tyne of cargo'ships, thus leading 
in a slack season in the oil market 
to the laying ‘up of such ships in 
place of their being sent. out for 
other purposes.. As against this 
danger stands the circumstance 
that the progress of motorships {8 
in constant growth, so that the 
need of transport’ of ofl- will. in- 
crease in the same mensure. | 

Moreover, the newspaper states 
that a large part of the. existing 
tank tonnage {s‘not of a modern 
type, and is therefore condemned 
to be broken up. The old steamers 
with comparatively small. cargo 
capacity, for instance, cannot com- 
pete with the large modern motor- 
ships on the ‘of]. routes, and must 
consequently be. superseded by 
ships of the later type. This cir- 
cumstance, can .have' the effect— 
provided that ‘further . new con- 
struction is now carried out on too 
large a scale—of causing the, ships 
to learn good prehs in-the ycoming, 
years,

Mr. Harvey. Grace’s “Beethoven” 
(“Masters of Music’ series. 
‘Kegan Paul. 7s. Gd.) is a capital 
piece of work, by far the best of 
its series “(gome of which have been 
disappointing and dull), and more 
a book that counts among the best 
recent. English musical }iterature, 

The Life ig as unconventional 
and.vigoroua ,as . Mr. Wallace's 
“Wagner,” without the latter's bit- 
terneas. And this time there is 
something about the music as well 
as the Life. 

Mr. Harvey Grace's common 
sense dtands out sturdily against 
the ideatising and sanctification of 
He brushes aside 
sentimentality at each step; he in- 
sists on looking and hearing for 
himseif.
